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1. The original patent, or a statement as to loss or inaccessibility of the original 
patent, must be received before this reissue appUcation can be allowed.

2. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this appUcation is defective (see 37 CFR 
1.175 and MPEP § 1414) because of the following: The declaration fails to identify the 
specification to which it is directed to as required by 37 CFR 1.63(a)(2); the declaration 
does not meet the requirement of 35 USC 1 15 and 37 CFR 1 .63(a)(3). Each inventor's 
residence and mailing address must be provided, if they have not been supplied in the 
application data sheet in accordance with 37 CFR 1.76; the declaration in paragraph 7 
states that claims 14 and 16 patented as a result of a reexamination proceeding are 
broader than the original claims. This statement would seem to violate or run counter to 
35 USC 305 and 37 CFR 1.552(b), which categorically prohibits enlarging the scope of 
claims of the patent(See MPEP 2254,2258). 

3. Claims 2-4, 8, 1 1, 12, and 14-16 are rejected as being based upon a defective 
reissue under 35 U.S.C. 251. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defects in the declaration are set forth in the discussion above in 
this Office action. 

4. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. .1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
faiUng to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
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regards as the invention. In claim 14 line 10 "halogentated" is erroneous and should be 
changed to - halogenated 

5. Claims 2-4, 8, 11, 12, and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 for lack of error. 
It is submitted that the typographical error in claim 14 does not support the filing of a 
reissue application in accordance with MPEP 1402. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
